President Taft followed up his conversation 
with Senator Aldrich and Representative 
Payne last night by a letter this morning in 
which he intimated clearly his purpose to 
veto the bill if women's end children’s gloves 
failed to continue at the Dingley rate and if 
lumber were taxed at more than 61.23 a 
thousand feet.

Jar to Teachers’ Federation. 

The choice of Mrs. Young was a blow to the 
Teachers’ federation. Her attitude towards 
the body is well known, and is not pleasing 
to the organization. At the time of its 
formation it had the sympathy of Mrs. 
Young, but not after she perceived the uses 
to which it was being put. 

When asked about the federation after the 
board's action had been taken she smiled 
wearily and std: 

„I knew that was coming. I believe any 
one who chooses the profession of teaching 
for her life work has the right attitude 
towards society. Probably I know more 
teachers in IIlinois than any other man or 
woman, and at one time I knew every teach- 
er in Chicago. I know their minds, and I 
think that, with a board which is fair mind- 
ed, like the present one, and shows a dis- 
position to give the teachers justice, there 
will not be any cause for complaint on the 
part of the teachers. I don’t look for the 
millennium, but I do expect harmony and 
peace.” 

The unanimous selection of Mrs. Young 
came at the end of a three hour session which 
brought to a close nearly three weeks of cau- 
cuses and informal meetings. It was the 
last important business of the echool year. 


Six Candidates Examined. 

Before the meeting, which began at 4p. m.. 
everything indicated that a superintendent 
would be selected. All the members of the 
board with the exception of Otto C. Schnei- 
der, Dr. Alexander L. Blackwood, Theodore 
W. Robinson, and Dr. Alfred D. Kohn were 
present. The field of candidates had nar- 
rowed down to six Chicago principals—James 
E. Armstrong of the Englewood High school,

President Buckley of the union, who is 
chairman of the wage scale committee, will 
present figures to President Mitten showing 
that the employés are justified in asking a 
general increase, even if the scale in Chi- 
cago is higher than in any other city east of 
the Rocky mountains, because of the greater 
cost of living in Chicago. 

The employés of the north and west side 
lines will take action on their wage demand 
at a meeting of the union on Aug. 5. Their 
demand for 8 cents an hour raise was pre- 
sented to John M. ach, president of the 
Chicago Railways company, early in, May 
and was rejected by the company. 

Then the north.and west side men decided 
to await the outcome of the negotiations be- 
tween the south side union and the Chicago 
City Railway company so as to act concert- 
edly in the event of a strike. 


Oak Park Line Makes Offer. 

An agreement, which in all likelihood will 
be accepted by the union, was offered by 
Clarence A. Knight, president of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park Elevated road, to the 
employés at a conference held in the morning 
in his office. The union committee presented 
a set of modified demands, resulting in an 
acceptable offer from the opmpany. 

Members of the committee said after the 
conference that the proposed agreement js 
one of the best ever offered for elevated 
road employés in Chicago. It will be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the employés, and, if ac- 
cepted. & will be sent to the general union 
for ratification. 

Reduced to practical terms, the new con- 
tract will operate to give the employés ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, and motor- 
men will receive time and a halt for over- 
time above actual running schedules. 


Wage Conference Postponed. 

The wage conference between President 
Slush of the Chicago and Southern Traction 
company and a committee of the employés 
was postponed until today, with a possibility 
that it will go over until next week. 


The men demand an increase of 8 cents an 


hour. They now receive 24 cents and 26 
cents an hour. Reinstatement of weavers 
men discharged also is demanded.

W. S. Mills’ Machine Turns Tur- 
tle, Ending Mrs. Kerr’s Life. 


VACATION TRIP A TRAGEDY. 


Owner of Machine and Harry Hafer 
Caught Under the Wreck. 


Flying over a macadamised stretch of a 
mile of Lake county road just south of Lib- 
erty ville, the automobile of W. S. Mille turned 
turtle at 6:45 o'clock last evening. One wom- 
an ie dead and two men are injured, perhaps 
fatally. 


The Dead. 


KERR, MRS. PARKER WINFIELD, 140 South 

Forty- first avenue. 

HAFER, HARRY, 5121 Michigan avenua, 
MILLS. W. S.,. 5028 Michigan avenue. 

Parker W. Kerr was notified immediately of 
the fatal accident to his wife and arrived 
in Libertyville at 10:30 o'clock p. m. 

The condition of the injured men was so 
serious that it was scarcely possible to ob- 
tain a connected narrative from them. From 
what they said to Coroner Taylor, through 
moaning lips, it appears that the party had 
departed from Chicago in the midst of the 
afternoon, bound for the summer homes of 
Mr. Mills and Mr. Hafer at Lake Marie, not 
far from Antioch, 


Mills Head of Auto Company. 


Mr. Mills is president of the Commercial 
Motor Car company and also head of the W. 
S. Millis company, a tailoring firm with of- 
fices In the Marquette building. Mr. Hafer 
is a son of Henry Hafer, president of the 
Henry Hafer & Son Coal company. Mrs. 
Kerr was the wife of the managing foreman 
of the Mills tailoring establishment. 

Mills sat at the wheel of the automobile. 
In the front seat with him wae Mrs. Kerr. 
Hafer occupied the tonneau alone. The ma- 
chine had whizzed out of Chicago shortly 
after 3 o'clock. A little bit after 6 o'clock the 
pmooth, white, and fast stretch of road which 
Samuel Insull has had laid in front of his 
country home hove into sight of the motor 
party. 

Speed up!“ was the unanimous cry of the 
occupants of the whizzing car, and the speed 
lever clicked into the high notch. 


Three Under Wrecked Machine. 

About 200 yards from the front door of the 
Insull house the Mills machine, fairly dart- 
ing toward Libertyville, swerved to the left 
side of the road. Mills lost control of the 
steering gear. The machine reared into the 
air, uttered a near human groan, and turned 
turtle. 

Under the machine were the woman and 
the two men. Mrs. Kerr had been caught 
under the engine and was terribly mangled 
Mills was jammed beneath the wreckage. 


His pelvis is broken and his head is badly 


wounded. Hafer, in the back seat, escaped 


with fewer injuries, 2 he ie in a 
and he is injured internally. 


Many motor cars were on the road. Mrs. 
Samuel! Insull from her lawn saw the acci- 
dent. Her private automobile was standing 
at the entrance to the Insull place and she 
ordered the chauffeur to rush to the scene 
of the accident. 

It was apparent that Mrs. Kerr had been 
killed instantly. Mille was unconscious. 
Hafer had jumped, but was caught as he 
leaped. Mrs. Kerr’s body was placed in the 
Insull automobile and taken to the Kasson 
hotel. The two injured men were taken in 
other machines to the same hotel, where 
they were attended by Dr. J. L. Taylor, coro- 
ner of Lake county, and by Dr. C. R. Gallo- 
way. At midnight the physicians expressed 
the opinion that Mills might recover. Hafer’s 
injuries are not necessarily fatal, according 
to the attending surgeons. 


Statement by Mr. Kerr. 


When Mr. Kerr arrived at Libertyville, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Kerr’s sister, who lives 
at Antioch, he gave out this statement, after 
talking with Hafer and with those had 
been at the scene of the accident: 

„ Mra. Eva J. Kerr, wife of Parker Win- 
field Kerr, 149 South Forty-first avenue, Chi- 
cago, was killed at 6 o’clock p. m. on Mil- 
waukee avenue, two miles south of Liberty- 
ville, by being thrown from an automobile,

. Mills of the Mills Woolen company, with 
offices in Dearborn street, Chicago. A party 
of three occupied the automobile, consisting 
of Mr. Mills, Mrs. Kerr, and Harry Hafer, 
a coal dealer in Chicago. They were bound 
for Mr. Mille’ summer home at Lake Marie, 
where Mrs. Kerr had planned to spend her 
vacation with the family of Mr. Mills. There 
was nothing of the ‘ joy ride’ character at- 
tached to the trip.“ 

Investigation by the physicians demon- 
strated that one leg was broken, one arm 
was broken, and the body was fearfully 
bruised. 

Mrs. Kerr was about 28 years od and de- 
scribed as pretty and vivacious. 


Narrow Escape at Crossing. 

Furman G. Updike and a party of six nar- 
rowly escaped serious accident late Wednes- 
day evening while crossing the Chicago and 
Oak Park elevated railroad grade crogsing 
at Wisconsin avenue, Oak Park, in a large 
touring car. Only quick action of the motor- 
man saved them.

Trott swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of Updike on a 
charge of assault and battery.

BY POLICE BOOKS 


State’s Attorney Springs Sur- 
prise by Impounding 
Arrest Records. 


NEW INDICTMENT GRIST. 


Prosecutor Is Silent on Whether 
the Grand Jury Will Ad- 
journ Tonight. 


State's Attorney Wayman’s investigation 
of alleged police graft in the city’s vice cen- 
ters, so far as the present Cook county grand 
jury is concerned, will enter upon its closing 
chapter this morning. 

Unless Mr. Wayman finds himself able to 
spring a surprise through the introduction of 
the arrest books of the Desplaines street 
police station with the object of attempting 
the indictment of policemen in addition to 
Inspector Edward McCann and Detective 
Jeremiah Griffin, the grand jury will make its 
final returns today, will report to the court, 
and receive its formal discharge. 

The arrest books upon which the future 
conduct of the present grand jury is likely to 
hinge are five in number and date from Oc- 
tober, 1907. They were taken possession of 
by State’s Attorney Wayman on a grand jury 
subpoena and by his orders were brought to 
the Criminal court building in a patrol wagon 
in charge of Lieut. Michael Madden and 
Driver Albert Simsrott late in the afternoon. 


More Lawyers for Defense. 
Aside from the impounding of the arrest 
books and the return of indictments hitting 
twenty persons living in the vicinity of the 
Desplaines street police station, the most in- 
teresting news of the day came in an an- 


nouncement at night to the effect that James 


Hamilton Lewis is to be one of the lawyers 
for the defense in the coming trial of In- 
spector McCann. 
F. J. Shead, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Anti-Crime league, an- 
nounced the retention of Mr. Lewis by the 
league and the proffer of his services to Iny 
spector McCann, together with those of H. J) 
Toner, attorney for the league. The in- 
spector accepted the offer at a conference 
with former Judge Charles G. Neely, who 
will direct the defense, and Attorney Will- 
iam T. Underwood, associate counsel, ip 
Mr. Neely’s office. 
The inspector was more cheered by the 
confidence shown in him by the league than 
he was downcast by the.news of the im- 
pounding of the arrest boo When told of 
the move of the state's attorney the in- 
spector said he was not concerned. 
“They seem to be indicting most of the 
west siders who have had the courage ta 
speak o good word for me,” was his open 
comment. 5 
Will Study Police Records. 
The arrest books were impounded formally 
by order of Judge George Kersten and taken 
to Mr. Wayman’s office, where they were 
studied with the threefold object of deter- 
mining whether Inspector McCann released 
persons under arrest without bail, whether 
the resorts alleged to have paid graft to 
McCann were favored by immunity from 
police activity, and whether policemen trav- 
eling out of the station appear to have rec- 
ords of inactivity in specific places to justify 
indictments. 
Also it is the intention of the state’s attor- 
ney to look out for a possible falsification of 
records. It is believed stories that police of 
the west side have accepted $10 or other 
small sums from men and women who were 
arrested but not booked reached the jury. 
The books were not examined by the grand 
jurors but were taken immediately from 
Judge Kersten’s court to the state’s attor- 
ney’s office. 


Policeman Tells of Books, 

We brought the arrest books over in re- 
sponse to a subpœna issued to the inspector 
of the district by the state’s attorney,’’ 
the lieutenant said. The inspector being 
absent, I brought them in his place. 
They contain the list of persons who have 
been arrested since Oct. 26, 1907, the charges 
Against them, and the disposition of the 
court cases.” 

Is this a list showing every person ar- 
rested at the Desplaines station for the 
period covered by the books? he was asked. 

No, it is not. We do not keep a record 
of every person arrested in these books. 
We often arrest persons and hold them fora 
time—drunks and such as that. Often busi- 
ness men are brought in for a short time. 
Cases of this kind are not entered in these 
arrest books. 

But you keep a record of all persons ar- 
rested do you not? ‘ 

“Yes, there are arrest slips made out for 
all, but all of these slips are not transferred 
to the books. If a man is released and not 
formally charged with anything the slip is the 
only record made.“ 


TLockup Keeper’s Slips Not Taken. 

There was no request made for the lock- 
up keeper's record slips?“ 

No, all that the subpcena called for were 
the arrest books.’’ 

It was seid that the state’s attorney ex- 
pected to show discrepancies in the number 
of resort keepers fined in court and the num- 
ber entered on the list which Inspector Mc- 
Cann made out recently as the sum total of 
all the resorts in his district. | 

Despite the fair eather signals flown 
by Mr. Wayman at the close of Wednesday, 
the state's attorney at night declined to ex- 
press an opinion as to whether they would 
stay up during the closing session of the 
grand jury. This was after the grand jury 
had proved that it had at least one squall left 
by discharging a batch of indictments, 
striking twenty persons in the Desplaines 
street vice district in connection with the 
graft investigation, mainly, it was consid- 
ered, for the purpose of adding to Mr. Way- 
man's already abundant supply of “‘élubs.”’ 

There's no use trying to talk to me be- 
cause I won't say anything.“ was the state’s 
attorney's reply to questions when leaving 
his office at night. I'm going to keep these 
arrest books awhile. As to whether the 
grand jury will see them, I haven't a word 
to say. 

Does your statement that the grand jury 
will finish up and be discharged within the 
next twenty-four hours still hold good?” 
Mr. Wayman was asked as he sped down- 
stairs. 

Haven't a word to say,” he shouted back. 
“The grand jury operates according to law, 
and this one operates that way.“

Frank said Bloom 
refused to stand for the monthly payment 
and McCann stopped the Sunday music. 
Later he asserted Bloom offered to pay and 
McCann refused to accept the new payment 
until the saloonkeeper settled for the interim 
during, which he had had no Sunday music. 

Bloom declares that the statement that he 
ever paid out a dollar for Sunday music is 
false. 

With the four new indictments against him 
„Mike de Pike” Heitler was still game 


in his cell in the county jail in the evening and 


insisted that he was entirely ignorant of the 
alleged graft; collections in the west side 
levee. ‘* Mike is now facing seven separate 
indictments, one a charge of bigamy. 

They may bring forty against me,“ he 
declared. I can’t be made to gome through 
about this graft business, because I don’t 
know anything.

Couldn’t Escape McCann.

All of them 
knew nothing until they were indicted; then 
they suddenly remembered that they had 
paid money to McCann in graft. I don't de- 
lieve a one of them. 

“There is that Max Plummer. He says 
now that he paid Louis Frank protection for 
his resort. That isn’t the story he told me 
Sunday afternoon just after Louis Frank and 


Morris Shatz had first squealed to the grand™ 


jury. 
What is Louls Frank trying to do?’ he 
asked me. He is just trying to put me into 
the misery. I don't know anything about any 
graft collections.’ 

That is the way these other resort keepers 
talked until they got into trouble and were 
promised immunity if they talked against 
McCann. I was told the charges against me 
would come out all right if I would testify 
against McCann. Louis Frank may have got 
money from these people, but he is all wrong 
when he said I collected any of it. 

As tothis bigamy charge, tnere is nothing 
to it. It was rigged up by Morris Shats and 
his woman, Jennie Cohen.” 


Mrs. Plummer Accepts Bonds. 

Mrs. Annie Plummer, who runs a resort at 
13% North Peoria street, allowed her former 
husband, Max Plummer, to give bonds for her 
release on a pandering charge. When sent 
to jail she insisted that her former husband 
and Louis Frank had told her she would be 
locked up if she did not agree to testify 
against McCann before the grand jury. She 
said she would stay in jail the rest of her 
days before she would tell of graft collections 
of which she had no knowledge. . She also 
asserted that she would rot before she would 
accept freedom at the hande of Plummer or 
Frank. 

Mrs. Plummer left the Crimnal court build- 
ing with her divorced husband and reminded 
questioners that when she said she knew 
nothing of police graft that she was not 
under oath.

He is at his summer re- 
treat near Petoskey, Mich. The chief, who 
is living in a cottage rented from Lieut. Max 
Heidelmeier, said he would be back at his 
desk in the city hall when: his furlough ex- 
pires Sept. 1. if I am alive by that time.“ 

He said the subject of graft did not disturb 
him and that he was sure that there was no 
organized system of graft in the police de- 
partment. He regretted the indictment of 
Inspector McCann, but said he knew nothing 
of the case beycnd fragmentary reports, and 
that even in the event McCann should be 
found guilty it would be evidence only of 
an individual case of grafting in the depart- 


ment and not an indication of systematia ! 


grafting. 


Weighs Less than 185 Pounds. 

The chief was found to have dropped in 
weight from the 240 pounds he weighed six 
months ago to a little less than 185 pounds.

I know, though, 
what has been going on in Chicago.“ 

What do you think about the indictment 
of Inspector McCann?” 

That I cannot discuss,“ responded the 
chief. “I do not know what evidence the 
state's attorney may have 

would be the last to champion the cause 
of a guilty man. but this Js not-saying that 
I belleve McCann guilty. Every man, how- 
ever, must be judged individually. One thing 
I will say, and that is, that there is no or- 
ganized graft in the Chicago police depart- 
ment.

At 
the present time I would be in Chicago were 
I physically able to be there. Schuettler, 
however, has full authority and should exer- 
cise it.

“Tf I am still alive by Sept. 1, when my 
furlough expires, and have the strength to 
get to Chicago, I will be at my desk in the 
city hall. Every one can rest assured of that.

MOB OF 3,000 STRIKERS CHASE 
WORKERS AT PITTSBURG PLANT 


Three Persons Hurt Before Troops Ar- 
rive—Girls Flee from Company Of- 
fices, Fearing Attack on Them. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 29.—Three thousand 
strikers, maddened by seeing their food sup- 
ply running. low with no immediate prospect 
of a settlement of the strike, surged in pur- 
suit of workmen from the Pressed Steel Car 
plant tonight, and before state troopers ar- 
rived three persons were injured. 

A score of workmen from the plant fled 
into McKee’s Rocks, with the mob in pur- 
suit, and girls who had just left the com- 
pany offices ran about screaming, thinking 
the strikers intended to attack them. 

In a few minutes after thie outbreak start- 
ed all was quiet again around the plant, but 
the strikers still were excited and deputy 
sheriffs and state constabulary redoubled 
their vigilance. The men attacked were fin- 
ishing cars for the Hudson river tunnel and 
say they intend to go to work again tomorrow 
morning. Strikers, it is said, asserted today 
that even the Hudson river men wouN not 
be allowed to work, and trouble is expected.

ARRESTS EXPECTED TO STOP 


New York Police Claim to Have Un- 
earthed Plot to Collect Burglary In- 
surance—Tell of Thefts. 


New York, July 29.—[{Special.]—The arrest 
of Henry B. Lowenstein, a Broadway silk 
merchant; Simon Solomon, also a Broadway 
silk merchant; Milton Solomon, his brother;

They 
reported later that Inspector McCafferty had 
tone to 648 Broadway, where he found a 
number of burglary insurance agents rep- 
resenting the American Bonding company 
of Baltimore, who were searching the house 
for goods that might determine the amount 
of the loss. Among the effects in the store 
was an old check book, in which the de- 
tectives said they found the stub of a check 
made out in favor of a man known as a 
burglar for $5. This, the detectives said. 
caused them to become suspicious. 

Detectives declared three days ago they 
learned that a number of bales of valuable 
silk yarns were being removed from a build- 
ing at 111 East Fourteenth street occupied 
by Solomon & Solomon. These silks were 
being taken to a saloon in Lafayette street. 
Solomon was questioned closely about the 
silks by the detectives, and they say he made 
a confession. Solomon said Lowenstein ne- 
gotiated for a professional burglar to rob 
the store, take the goods away. and hide 
them for a few days, after which they would 
be shipped to a concern in Bangor, Pa., in 
which Lowenstein is interested.

Tasks for Superintendent. 


There are two things to watch sharp for 
if one is superintendent of schools,“ she said. 
There was surely one thing the reverse of 
masculine about this smoothly arranged 
woman, with her neat, plain hair and her 
pretty white semi-tailored dress. This was 
her working belief that just because one hap- 
pened to be conversationally on the other side 
of the Atlantic, there was no prohibitive law 
against taking the nearest airship for home. 

“One of those things,“ she continued 
blandly, undisturbed by the swiftness of the 
trip, is to cheer and inspire the teaching 
corps so that the school shall be truly educa- 
tional for the teachers. The other is to look 
sharp for the administrative side. One must 
be able to advise the board as to the best 
ways of meeting the needs of schools and 
children. Otherwise, their work, unaided, 
ceases to be an educational work and be- 
comes political or at best haphazard. 

“All of the failures of superintendents 
have been due to a slipup in one or the other 
of these. I believe in personal contact.” 

‘I think a superintendent might spend the 
mornings in visiting and the afternoons in 
the office. Sometimes, if he finds something 
to interest him. he might spend a whole day 
in a place and then go back again. I think 
he might spread his persona! influence more 
in that way—by really making the acquaint- 
ance of one teacher, who would spread her 
impressions of him, than in any amount of 
this footiess walking around and covering 
a self-etipulated amount of ground. 

„ But he ought never let a teacher feel, I 
think, that he’s got a whip out after her 
or is on her trail. All discussion and in- 
struction, I think, ought to be informa! and 
conversational.”’ 

Mrs. Young herself has a pleasant faculty 
of making one feel immensely pleased with 
herself, and this, too, will perhaps not be 
an unfortunate quantity introduced into 
the coming régime of practical educational 
work. 


Praise for Mr. Cooley. 


„% Mr. Cooley, she continued. was a most 
charming visitor. He came to see me once 
just at the beginning of my hour, and I made 
him stay. The class was in ethica, and before 
it.was over he wae reciting, too. The charm 
of his big, massive presence and a shynéss 
of his own won every teacher in the class.

Mrs. Young was born tn Buffalo on Jan. 15, 
1846, and she received most of her under- 
graduate education there.

Her father, Theo- 
dore k lagg, although not engaged in educa- 
tional work, wae a distinguished mathema- 
ticlan, and from him the daughter got her 
excellent grounding in this subject, as well as 
other undergraduate branches. 

When she was a young girl she moved with 
her family to Chicago and was graduated 
from high school here. In 1862 she took her 
frst class, which was in the Foster school. 

„All of my experience in teaching,” ‘said 
Mrs. Young, “has been in Chicago. I am 
‘fond of the city and never wizhed to leave it. 
My ts remained here but a little time 
on their first trip here. But they never for- 
got it, and when they went home they kept 
talking about Chicago, until they finally 
came back.“

A sergeant at arms was sent from the room 
to call Mrs. Young and Mr. Shoopin. Mrs. 
Young had started for home, and almost be- 
fore Mr. Shoop could be found and escorted to 
the room the meeting adjourned. 


Choice Announced by Urion. 


“Well, there is still harmony in the 
board, announced President Urion to news- 
paper men who waited theresult of the meet- 
ing. ‘‘ Unanimously, and without debate, 
we have selected Mrs. Young as the next su- 
perintendent of the Chicago public schools. 
A special meeting of the board will be held 
tomorrow night and Mrs. Young will be for- 
mally elected. We agreed at the same time 
to amend the rules and to create a new office 
of assistant superintendent, to which Mr. 
Shoop will be elected. The present assistant 
superintendents will be known as assistant 
superintendents of high and elementary 
schools. We think we have done the best 
thing that can be done in the election of a 
superintendent, and the new school year 
will begin smoothly and auspiciously. 

‘You see that this talk about a deadlocked 
school board was premature. There was not 
a member who after talking to the candidates 
and carefully reviewing the whole situation 
was not convinced that Mrs. Young is the 
best fitted educator for the position. A little 
prejudice might have existed against having 
a woman for superintendent, but that quick- 
ly vanished, Mrs. Young has shown that 
she has the ability and we believe the Chi- 
cago schools are entering on one of the best 
years in their history.” 


Outside Candidates Opposed. 


Daniel R. Cameron, chairman of the sub- 
committee which wrestled with the sujer- 
intendency for a week, epitomized the ccn- 
sensus of opinion which led to the selection 
of a Chicagoan for the position. 

“Tt was up to us to give the place to a 
Chicagoan,” he said. When we have here 
six and perhaps even more educators who 
are fitted for the position and capable of 
doing it justice, why should we go elsewhere 
for a superintendent? Mrs. Young and Mr. 
Shoop both are familiar with the Chicago 
schools and can do moré for them than could 
a stranger, no matter how great his educa- 
tional qualifications, We did what we 
thought was best, and there was not one of 
us who did not approve of the action taken.” 

The creation of a new assistant superin- 
tendent was pointed out as a measure which 
long ago was shown to be necessary. 

“The two present assistant superintend- 
ents always have had charge of the high and 


has been an assistant to the superintendent,”. 
said Oscar F. Greifenhagen. Former Supt. 
E. G. Cooley found it almost impossible to 
get away from his office to inspect the 
schools. When he did get away one of the 
assistant superintendents had to be called 
in from his own work.

Mrs. Young Outlines Policy. 

Mrs. Young :,after she was informed of the 
action of the trustees, said: 

There is to be but one head, and I will be 
it. The responsibility and consequences of 
my actions will rest on my own shoulders. 
I do not wish to make any positive statement 
of policy at this time; it might hamper me 
in my relations with the district and assist- 
ant superintendents. Although I am a dyed 
in the wool Republican, I believe in the Dem- 
ocratic principles of coéperation and the in- 
terchange of ideas. I think the time has 
come when we should find our ground and 
stick to it. I can’t say now what changes will 
be made, for I want to consult with the 
teachers, and I expect to gain from their 
ideas. : 

** Supt. Cooley did a great deal for the Chi- 
cago public schools. He has been a great 
help to me as principal of the Chicago Nor- 
mal school, and too much credit cannot be 
given him for the way he alded in the devel- 
opment of the normal schools and in the 
work he did to have teachers’ appointments 
removed from politics. 


For Industrial. Education. 

J believe in the extension of industrial 
education. I think all children should be 
taught to do something with their hands. 
Not that I want to turn the schools of Chi- 
cago into factory schools, but I want to see 
the teachers better equipped in technical 
education, and I want to see industrial teach- 
ing in the public schools get down to a’prac- 
tical basis. We have already made a start 
in that direction, in the Normal school, and 
the board has recommended to the council 
that a building be erected which shall be 
devoted to the technical education of 
teachers. 

“I don’t think we want to add anything to 
the curriculum, it is full enough at present. 
What I want to see is a sort of revision which 
will let us take up @ study and get through 
with it some time, and not have them, Hke 
some of our courses now, resembling Tenny- 
son's Brook.“ go on forever. I don’t think 
we cam do any more with languages in the 
grammar or high schools than we are doing, 
but I believe that teachers who are assigned 
to work in districts where the pupils are 
mostly of foreign parentage should get a 
good grasp on the language of their clientéle 
because it helps them to get nearer to the 
children. 

I do not expect to make sudden reforms. 
I prefer to work them out and tell about them 
afterwards.”’ 


Shoop an Expert Educator. 


John D. Shoop, who is to be Mrs. Young’s 
assistant, was born in Ohio in 1857, received 
his early training in the high schools of 
Washington Court House and Bloomingberg 
academy, later attending the Northern In- 
diana Normal schoo! at Valparaiso, Ind., and 
the Cook County Normal school. He took a 
course in literature and history of education 
in the University of Chicago. 

He came here in 1901 at the solicitation of 
Supt. Cooley, to become principal of the Mc- 
Allister school. Two years later he went to 
the Holden echool and has been there ever 
since. In addition to his duties there he 
has given a series of lectures for the last four 
years in the Chicago Normal school on lit- 
erature and history. This year he has been 
supervisor of vacation schools.

Prosecutor Roe Expects to Convict 
Three Men and One Woman. 


Two little girls, 16 years old, told in Muni- 
cipal Judge Girten’s court yesterday pathetic 
stories of how they had been lured to a re- 
sort in South Chicago and held as white 
slaves in a house known as The Silver Dol- 
lar.“ They accused Jacob Jacobson, who 
was arrested when Assistant State's attor- 
ney Roe and several detectives raided the 
place on July 12. 

Jacobson’s trial is the first to be held in 
Chicago under the new amendment to the 
pandering law. Abraham Weinstein, pro- 
prietor of the resort; Jennie Sandusky, the 
housekeeper; and Louis Brodsky, who were 
arrested with Jacobson in the raid, are to be 
tried later on the same charge. Attorney 
Roe argued against giving each defendant a 


separate trial, but Judge Girten overruled 
him and Jacobson was placed on trlal first. 

The youthful prosecuting witnesses are 
Mary McConnell of 1242 Forty-second court 
and Adele Shubert of 1407 Forty-first street. 
On the witness stand they both broke down 
and wept several times during the examina- 
tion. 

Tells How They Were Lured. 

1 met Jacobson at Forest park on July 
4.“ Mary McConneil said. “‘ He was so nice 
that I told him he could call and see me. 
He did so on July 15, in company with Louis 
Brodsky. I introduced them to Adele Shu- 
bert and we all went downtown. Then we 
took a trip out to Blue Island, and they 
wanted us to drink beer, but we wouldn't 
do it. 

“They told us they were rich and wanted 
to marry us and take us to New York. They 
said they would give us lots of money and 
fine clothes and that we would never have to 
work any more. We thought it would be 
nice to get married and have pretty clothes 
and money, so we agreed to go with them. 

We were told we would have to go to 
South Chicago first. They took us there on 
the train and we were met at the station by 
Weinstein and the Sandusky woman and 
taken to the house. There they made us 
drink beer and took our clothes away 
from us.“ 

Adele Shubert told practically -the same 


story. 
Mothers of Girls Testify. 

Both girls have been at the Harrison street 
annex. Attorney Roe said they were kept 
there because their mothers feared they 
would be kidnaped. 

The mothers of the two girls also took the 
witness. stand, and told how the girls left 
home in company of Jacobson and Brodsky, 
ostensibly to go to a theater. They said 
their daughters always had been well be- 
haved ahd always remained at home nichts. 

The amended law makes the employer of 
those luring girls into immoral places equal- 
ly guilty with the agent, and fixes the pun- 
ishment at a term in the house of correc- 
tion and a heavy fine. 

“These cases will be prosecuted vigorous- 
ly,” said Attorney Roe. The evidence 
clearly is sufficient to convict Weinstein and 
the Sandusky woman, and I will ask for 
the full penalty for both under the new act. 
When these white slave traffickers see that 
the state’s attorney's office means business 
we probably will see less of that nefarious 
trading.“ 

Trial of the case against Jacobson will be 
resumed this morning.

In such a matter as this,“ replied the 
Lilinois senator, “‘ I care nothing for the views

Here was further proof that President Taft 
would not be alone among the conferees in 
his demand that the exorbitant house rates 
on gloves be not adopted. 

Speaker Cannon, when he arrived in the 
conference chamber was advised by Senator 
Aldrich that the conferees had determined to 
report in favor of the Dingley rates. 


Cannon Is Angered. | 

The speaker was angr,. He had been 
criticising the intervention of President Taft 
during the day dnd had asserted it was a mis- 
take tor bim to have been consulted at all; 
that it was the business ot congress to make 
legislation and that the president's power 
Was restricted to approving or disapproving 
it. Senator Alarica pointed oul, however, 
that congress was in sucn a pusi.ion that it 
had to surrender. 2 
The speaker finally acquiesced, for he, too, 
is a practical politician and he left the confer- 
ence chamber witn evident disgust written 
upon his face. 

Later in the day Mr. Littauer said he didn’t 
care whether the bill was beaten or not. 

President Taft has not won a complete vic- 
tory, but he has gained substantial conces- 
sions.

Schedule I—Cotton Manufattures. 


This schedule has been rewritten in large 
part. The broad characterization that the 
duties on low grade cotton cloths have been 
slightly reduced, while the senate rates on. 
the finer grades have been retained is accu- 
rate. Among other changes the following 
may be noted, the compartsons being with the 
Dingley act: Cotton thread up to No. 15, not 
spooled, from 3 cents a pound to 2% cents a 
pound; cotton thread, Nos. 16 to 30. not 
spooled, from 1-5 cent per number per pound 
to 1-6 per number per pound; cotton thread 
above No. 30, not spooled, from K cent per 
Mumber per pound to 1-5 per number per 
pound. 

In cotton cloths the senate amendment at 
the beginning to paragraph 313 has been 
changed to read: Cotton cloth, valued at 
not over 7 cents per ‘square yard, not 
bleached, dyed, colored, stained, painted, or 
printed, and not exceeding fifty threads to 
the square inch, counting the warp and fill- 
ing, % cent a square yard; if bleached, and 
valued at not over 9 cents a square yard, 1 
cent a square yard; if dyed, colored, stained, 
painted, or printed, and valued at not over 
12 cents per square yard, 1% or 1% cents per 
square yard.” 

In the same paragraph a reduction of & 
or M cent has been made on cloths not ex- 
ceeding 100 threads to the square inch, not 
exceeding six square yards to the pound. 
The word “etamine" does not appear in 
the bill, but it is intended that this para- 
graph shall take care of that class of goods. 

An attempt was made, while the bill was 
in the senate, to include lace window cur- 
tains. not Nottinghams. in the new para- 
graph 345. at the high duties provided there 
for laces, edgings, etc., made on certain ma- 
chines, but the conference committee has 
retained them under the old 60 per cent duty. 

In the senate, too, an amendment was add- 
ed to paragraph 34514 which would have 
brought St. Gall goods under the higher 
duties there provided, but the conference 
‘committee has cut this provision out, hence 
the word ‘' embroideries ”’ and the phase 
„multiple meedie embroidery machine 
and Schiffll embroidery machine does not 
appear in the final draft. The Jowest duties 
in this new paragraph have been figured at 
70 per cent, and they range as high as 90 
to 100 per cent or more and apply to most 
Imports except certain Swiss goods. The 
conference committee has recognized that 
many laces are not luxuries or expensive 
and has avoided a certain measure of popu- 
lar criticism by reducing the duties in these 
classes below the original senate provisions. 

Calculation proved that the first draft had 
inadventently jevied the heaviest ad va- 
lorem rates of duty upon some of the low 
priced goods, hence the changes. 

The definition of fancy cottons in para- 
graph 821 skins in, as also the duty of mer- 
cerized of 1 cent a yard. The Wilson act 
definition cf cotton cloth, in paragraph 318, 
skins in as also the new senate count of 
threat definition. 


Schedule J—Flax, Hemp, and Jute, and 
Manufactures, Thereof. 


Flax straw will be taxed at $5 a ton, flax 
not hackled or dressed, 1 cent a pound. flax, 
hackled, known as dressed line,“ 3 cents a 
pound, tow or flax, $20 a ton; hemp and tow 
of hemp, $22.50 a ton; hemp. hackled, known 
as line of hemp. $45 a ton.

Floor mattings, plain, fancy, or figure, 
manufactured from straw, round or split, or 
other vegetable substances, not otherwise 
provided for in this section, and having a 
warp of cotton, hemp, or other vegetable 
substance, including what are commonly 
known as China. Japan, and Indian straw 
matting, must pay three and one-half cents 
a square yard. 

Single yarns made of jute not finer than 
five lea or number, 1 cent a pound and 10 per 
cent ad valcrem. If finer than five lea or 
number 25 per cent ad valorem.

Flax gill nettings, nets, webs, and seines 
shail pay the same duty a pound as imposed 
in this schedule upon the thread, twine, or 

cord of which they are made, and in addition 
thereto 20 per centum ad valorem. 

Floor mattings, plain, fancy, or figured. 
manufactured from straw, round or split, 
or other vegetable substances not otherwise 
provided for in this section, Including what 
are commonly known as Chinese, Japanese, 
and India straw mattings, valued at not ex- 
ceeding 10 cents per square yard, 8 cents per 
square yard; valued at exceeding 10 cents a 
square yard, 7 cents a square yard and 25 
per cent ad valorem. Mats manufactured 
from straw, round or split, or other 
vegetable substances, not otherwise pro- 
vided for, 38 per cent ad ~valorem. 
Hydraulic or flume hose, made in whole or 
in part of cotton, flax, hemp, ramie, or 
jute, 15 cents a pound. Of] cloth for floors, 
plain, stamped, painted, or printed only, and 
linoleum, cortissene, and all other floor oll 
cloths and fabrics or covering for floors, 
made in part of oll or similar product, if

Schedule K--Wool and Manufactures 
Thereof. 


This schedule remains practically as in the 
existing law. The conferees refused to make 
the slight change in classification made by 
the house on third class wool. The ad va- 
lorem duty on yarns valued at not more than 
30 cents a pound is placed at 35 per cent. 
This is 10 per cent more than the house, but 
5 per cent less than the Dingley rate. 


Schedule L—Silk and Silk Goods. 

This schecule shows a consistent adoption 
of the higher rates and classification advo- 
cated by the senate.

SOLDIERS CAN’T GET TYPHOID; 


DRINK 1,000,000 FEVER GERMS 


Three Heroes of Tests at Omaha De- 
clared Safe After Daring Disease In 
Three Dangerous Experiments. 


Omaha, Neb., July 29.—[Special.)—The 
three Fort Omaha soldiers, Sergt. Fuller and 
Privates Goodman and Schmidt, who sub- 
jected themselves to typhoid fever tests have 
been pronounced immune by the medical de- 
partment of the garrison. On June 17 these 
men were vaccinated with typhoid serum 
and went into the hospital. Inside of seven 
days all three developed ‘symptoms of the 
fever. ‘They had typhoid, but in a mild form. 
They recovered and again were vaccinated, 
but no typhoid symptoms reappeared. 

Ten days ago the last and most severe test 
was applied, and since then the physicians of 
the post, the headquarters staff, and the city 
have been anxiously awaiting developments. 

The last was the drinking test. Ordinary 
water was left for three days in an open ves- 
sel. ‘Then more than 1,000,000 typhoid germs 
were placed into a galion. This mixture was 
allowed to stand four hours longer, after 
which the three soldiers drank of it freely. 
One who was not immune would have been 
stricken with fever from three to five days 
ago, say the physicians who have been watch- 
ing the tests. Now that this time has passed 
and no symptoms have developed, the med- 
ical men feel satisfied the subjects would be 
unable to contract the disease.

K. Thaw weathered the second day's 
assault by District Attorney Jerome in the 
Supreme court today by the narrowest lee- 
way of safety. 

When at the end of four hours of pounding 
Jerome announced at the close of.the after- 
noon session that he was through with the 
witness, save possibly for a few fugitive 
questions on the morrow, Thaw jumped from 
the stand without waiting to be dismissed 
and hurried to the security of the seat beside 


“his counsel. 


The Matteawan prisoner did not break once, 
put for fifteen minutes during the early part 
of his examination he fought himself visibly 


on the stand, and he came out of the conflict 


shaken but temporarily secure. It was not 
what he said that betrayed his struggle to 
regain control of his sharpened faculties; it 
was the evidence of his uncontrolled muscles, 
that may have carried to the judge. 


Dog Whip Testimony Rankles. 

Thaw took the stand after Clifford W. 
Hartridge, his one time counsel, and Mrs. 
Susie Merrill, the keeper of the convenient 
apartment houses, had added further weight 
to the testimony Jerome previously had ad- 
duced regarding dog whips and girls and 
cash payments. That testimony was not 
pleasing nor beneficial! to his case. 

The rankle of it was with him when he was 
called to the stand to resume the hard task of 
cross examination that Jerome had set for 
him on the day before.

rome hurled at him the same bald question

Didn't Dr. White and Gregory, Pilgrim 
and Jelliffe swear on the stand in the second 
trial that you were crazy when you shot 
White?’’ came the question in Jerome's rasp- 
ing inflection. 

I think that those gentlemen testified 
that I was suffering from a menta! derange- 
ment which prevented me from knowing the 
nature and quality of the act I committed.” 
was Thaw's hesitating answer. As he spoke 
he looked nervously from his own counsel's 
face to the implacable visage of Jerome. The 
man seemed to be straining for a support be- 
yond his reach. 

More questions Jerome asked him along 
the same lines as those covered yesterday. as 
to wherein his opinion of his own sanity dif- 
fered from those of the experis who had testi- 
fied for him in his trials for murder and what 
was his present belief as to his sanity. at the 
time of the shooting of White, and now. 
Thaw answered mechanically at first and 
as if by rote. then gradually he began to 
get a grip on himself. 


Craftily Spars for Wind. 


Jerome unwittingly gave him a good 


chance by asking him to look over a sheaf of 


written papers and identify them as his own. 
Craftily, like a trained fighter sparring for 


wind, Thaw took plenty of time to examinee 


the papers and during those moments his 
nervousness passed away and confidence 
crept into bis eyes. At the end he was the 
tame genteely aggressive man that had ban- 
died repartee and retort with his interroga- 
tor yesterday.

Large Increase in Tonnage May 
Cause Advance; Heads of 
Lines to Meet. 


form per diem rules to be applied to prac- 

tically every railroad in the United States 
is expected to result from e. meeting of the 
‘commission on interchange of freight cars, 
formerly called the per diem commission, 
appointed by the American Railway associ- 
ation, which, it is understood, James McCrea, 
president of the Pennsylvania company, will 
call within a week or so. Following the re- 
turn of prosperity, which has resulted in a 
large increase in freight tonnage and conse- 
quent diversion of cars from one road to an- 
other, it is said that some of the leading rail- 
road systems have demanded that the new 
ol diem rate be decided upon as s00n as pos- 
sible. 

A per diem charge of 50 cents a day for each 
car to be assessed against a road for the 
use of freight cars belonging to another road 
was agreed upon by the rallroads at a meet- 
ing in Chicago in 1903. Thie charge was 
later reduced to 25 cents a day after the 
business depression had begun and there was 
a large number of idle cars all over the coun- 
try. In April, 1008, the number of idle cars 
had reached the unprecedented total of more 
than 400,000. 


Business Shows Strides. 

Since that time business has improved; 
there are now only about 260,000 idle cars, 
many of them antiquatedjor out of repair, 
and there are already hints in various parts 
of the country of impending car shortage. 
The assertion is made that many of the 
smaller roads prefer to pay 25 cents.a day 
for the use of foreign cars rather than build 
of buy their own and keep them in repair, 
whereas if the rate were increased they 
might find it profitable to place orders. The 
New York Central and Pennsylvania and 
other large systems say it is: impossible to 
keep their equipment on the home lines. 

Five railroad presidents, representing dit- 
ferent sections of the country, have been 
appointed to agree upon a new uniform 
charge as well as to report on other subjects 
conrected with the per diem rules, and it is 
believed that the new rate will be considera- 
bly higher. The members of the committee 
are James McCrea, president Pennsylvania; 
Lucius Tuttle, president Boston and Maine; 
W. W. Finley, preaident Southern; Howard 
Elliott, president Northern Pacific; and Ju- 
lius Kruttschnitt, director of maintenance 
and operation of the Harriman lines. 


Rate War Reopened. 

The rate war between the eastern lines on 
import traffic from Atlantic seaboard points 
to Chicago and Central Freight association 
territory was reopened yesterday by a tariff 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
slon by the Chesapeake and Ohio railway. 
This tariff restores the differential existing 
for many years on import rages between Bos- 
ton and the ports of New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore. The filing of the tariff will 
be followed in a day or two, it is declared, by 
the fillng of similar tariffs by the eastern 
trunk lines. The rates on import traffic now 
are said to be lower than they ever have been 
in the history of American railroading. The 
reductions made yesterday follow further cuts 
which have been made by the other roads. 
Effective Sept. 1, the Philadelp and Read- 
} ing will meet cuts of the Boston lines on 
traffic to Missouri river points and the Twin 
cities. This action was contrary to an agree- 
ment understood to have been reached sev- 
eral weeks ago, and will be followed by simi- 
lar action by the New York lines.

Col. Sir Percy Girouard has been appoint- 
ed to succeed Sir James Sadler as governor 
and commander in chief of British East 
Africa, and ae such will become the host of 
Theodere Roosevelt and more or less re- 
sponsible for his safety as long as the ex- 
president remains in that part of the dark 
continent. 

Not that Sir James Sadler has had any- 
thing to do with the welcoming and enter- 
taining of the former chief mabistrate of 
the United States in Bast Africa. For Sir 
James had been summoned home some time 
before the arrival of Col, Roosevelt, owing 
to his quarrel with Lord Delamere, Lord 
Hindlip, Lord Cardross, Sir Alfred Pease, 
and all the other English great land owners 
and settlers in the colony, and Lieut. Gov. 
F. J. Jackson had been left to do the honors 
to the distinguished guést from America.in 
his stead, 

Sir Percy was born on this side of the At- 
lantic, and is a son of Justice Desire 
Girouard of the Supreme court of Canada 
and a lineal descendant of Antoine Girouard, 
secretary to the comte de Ramezay, who 
was governor of French Canada in 1700. 
received his military education at the Roya. 
Military college of Kingston, in Canada, 
and is about 42 years of age. 

After graduating from the Royal Military 
college he was for a time employed on the 
engineering staff of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad. There he obtained a practical 
knowledge of railroad engineering, which, 
when he Joined the British army in England, 
proyed invaluable to him, that being the one 
branch of all others in which the corps of 
royal engineers, to which he belonged, was 
deficient. He was, within a few months 
after receiving his commission, intrusted 
with the traffic managership of the railroad 
belonging to the immense royal arsenal at 
Woolwich. 

While there he had the good fortune to at- 
tract the notice of Lord Kitchener, who at 
ores pitched upon him as the one man of all 
others suited to take charge of the con- 
struction of those military railroads which 
were indispensable to his plans for the re- 
conquest of the Soudan. 
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Kitchener realized that the Soudan could 
only be regained by means of railroad trans- 
port—a decision justified hy subsequent 
events—and, although young Girouard was 
under 30 years of age at the time, and a 
mere lieutenant of royal engineers, he left 
to him the entire task of planning, con- 
structing, and working about 1,000 miles 
of railroad, under almost impossible condi- 
tions as to staff. materials, and money. 

It was in particular the 200 miles of rail- 
road construction between May and No- 
vember in 1897, across the unknown and 
waterless Nubian desert, debouching on the 
Nile at Atbara, which made possible the vic- 
tory of Atbara and of Omdurman and the 
destruction of the power of the mahdi. For 
this Girouard received the thanks of par- 
Uament, his promotion to a majority, and 
several orders, besides being appointed pres- 
ident of the Egyptian state railroads and 
telegraphs. 

On the outbreak of the South African war 
and the dispatch of Lord Kitchener to the 
Transvaal Girouard was sent to take charge 
of railroad transportation and construction 
there, and contributed so much thereby to 
the ultimate defeat of the Boers that he was 
knighted and invested with the star of the 
order of St. Michael and St. George. While 
in South Africa he fell in love with the 
daughter of Sir Richard Solomon, the 
wealthy legal adviser of the Transvaal ad- 
ministration, and married her. 

Since then he has been governor and com- 
mander in chief of that vast African empire 
known as British Nigeria, extending over 
an area of 500,000 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of about 30,000,000, and has greatly 
developed the resources of that dependency 


by means of the construction of railroads, 


by diplomatic negotiations with native 
ehiefs, and by means of several suécessful 
armed expeditions. Now he becomes gover- 
nor of British East Africa, which is taken 
to mean that the British government is so 
much pleased with the economic and polit- 
ical results achieved by the much abused 
Uganda railroad that it proposes to still fur- 


ther extend its railroad construction in that 


part of the dark continent. 
— 


In describing in these letters last month 
King Edward’s principal bodyguard of gen- 
tlemen at arms, on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of the four hundredth enniversary 
of the foundation of the corps, I called atten- 
tion to the fact that, although one of the 
officers bore the title of standard bearer, yet 
that the regiment had been without any 
standard since its colors were taken at the 
battle of Naseby, when the gentlemen at 
arms were destroyed, almost to the last man, 
while defending King Charles I. from the 
Roundheade and holding the latter in check, 
so as to permit the monarch and his son to 
effect their escape. The standard then dis- 
appeared and was presumably destroyed, 
‘for it has never been seen since. 

Neither Charles II. nor any of his succes- 
sors saw fit to present new colors to the 
corps, and the absence of a standard served: 
to recall the gallantry of the gentlemen at 
arms at Naseby. 

Now, however, they have a standard once 
more. The standard, a beautiful affair, has 
been embroidered by-the wives and widows of 
‘former captaing.of the corps, all peeresses of 
the realm, and it Was presented to the regi- 
ment the other day by King Edward, at a 
parade of the gentlemen at arms held at 
Buckingham palace, in the presénce of 
Queen Alexandra and a number of other 
royal personages. : ;

STRIKE MAY GIVE CHICAGO 
CAR PLANTS FROM PITTSBURG 


Pressed Stee] Company Officials Resent 
Public Support of the Strikens in the 
Pennsylvania City. 

/ —— 


Pittsburg. Pa.. July 20.—[fpecial. ]~The at- 
titude of the Pittsburg people and newspa- 
pers toward the Pressed Steel Car company 
in the present strike has resulted in a change 
of plans for the new $2,500,000 site for a 
plant for making passenger cars. 

The vicinity of Chicago, instead of Pitts- 
burg, will get this new plant. and in adadi- 
tion it was threatened here tonight that the 
great $5.000,000 plants of the company at 
which the strike is now raging will be dis- 
mantied and also moved into the middie 
west—probably to Hammond, Ind. 

The statement as to change of site was 
authorized by a representative of President 
Frank N. Hoffstot of the car company. 

To his friends in Pittsburg Mr. Hoffstot 
has talked freely of his intentions. 

Ground already had been obtained for the 
erection of a new plant here. it was to be 
close to the present plants, which have been 
crowded to their full capacity. The an- 
nouncement of plans was to have been made 
the week the 8,000 employés went out on 
strike. 

It has begn the first time in history that 
the millionaire employers of Pittsburg have 
been criticised, and Mr. Hoffstot and 18

Believed to Be Imminent. 


EFFORTS MADE AT SECRECY. 


Name of Kling Mentioned Despite 
Firm Statements of Murphy. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

St. Louis, Mo., July 20.—[{Special.]—That 
some deal of great importance is on between 
the Chicago and Cincinnati National league 
clubs was indicated by the fact, which be- 
came known today, that Managers Chance 
and Griffith held secret conferences here yes- 
terday and last night, following a long dis- 
tance telephone conversation of the day 
before. 

The exact nature of the deal cannot be 
ascertained, as Manager Chance pooh-poohs 
the idea that the Red boss was within several 
bundred miles of the Mound City, but the only 
explanation yet devised to fit the case is a possi- 
ble renewal of the trade involving Pitcher Bob 
Spade of the Reds and John Kling. the Cubs’ 
absent catcher, despite repeated denials that any 
deal would be considered for the pool expert. 

Griffith made his gumshoe visit to St. Louis so 
quietiy that none of the local sleuths discovered 
his presence in the city, although he did not wear 
green whiskers or blue glasses, but merely put up 
at another hotel than the one patronized by the 
Cubs and forgot to register, as he only remaihed 
in the city from morning until night. This visit, 
it became known. was preceded by a telephonic 
confab between Griffith and Chance on Tuesday. 


Hold Two Meetings. 


The two managers were in conference secretly 
yesterday in advance of the double header against 
the Cardinals and again last evening. Chance’s 
absence from the Cubs’ quarters was noted, but 
was not given any significance, as heswas supposed 
to be out sightseeing with Mrs. P. L. It was only 
by one of those accidents which defeat the best 
laid plans of mice and men thet the facts were 
disovered. 

When the deal for Spade and Kifng was on last 
spring Cincinnati offered Spade and cash, or cash 
alone in large bunches, for the star catcher. At 
thet time the deal fell through and it was an- 


nounced by Garry Herrmann that he could not 


afford to entertain any proposition involving 
Kling’s addition to the Reds on account of rumors 
then prevalent that the Cincinnati club had been 
holding out inducements to Kling to make him 
refuse to report to the Chicago club. 

At that time and repeatedly since then Presi- 
dent Murphy has made positive statements that 
under no circumstances would any offer for his 
stubborn catcher be considered until Kling reported 
to the Cub manager ready for duty. He has 
gone so far as to say he would win this battle with 
Kling if his club never won another pennant. be- 
cause it invoived a matter of principle of great 
importance to all clubs and players overating under 
the national agreement. 


Asset May Lose Value. 


What considerations have operated to change 
the views of both magnates, if their views have 
changed. le not known, but it is reasonable to sup- 
pose both have become convinced that Kling 
really meant what he said when he refused to re- 
join the Chicago club for reasons of his own. Be- 
Heving Kling will stick to his determination, it is 
possible the Cub magnate has decided it is better 
to dispose of a valuable asset before it deteriorates 
too greatly, as would happen if Kling remained 
out of harness another year 

That any obstacie to John’s return to baseball 
would grow out of his refusal to live up to his 
Cub contract is not likeiy in view of the fact he 
is wanted by Herrmann’s club, but the possibility 
of any such obstacle. if wanted by any other 
team, was lessened by President Murphy's giving 
Kling indefinite leave of absence last spring,

Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
Two hot games were divided one and one be- 
tween Washington and the Sox this after- 
noon, Walter Johnson downing Bill Burne 3 
to 2 in the first one and Frank Smith of Pitts- 
burg trimming the O brothers, Oberlin and 
Ohl, fh the other, 2 to 1. 

The games could not have been anything 
but hot even if the scores had not been 80 
close. Everything in Washington was close 
and everything was hot, so hot that Bill Pur- 
tell went crazy with the heat and had to be 
removed after struggling four innings. There 
were many other athletes who wanted to get 
out of working just as much as Bill did, but 
he was the only one with ingenuity enough 
to announce himself prostrated 


Unglaub a Demon Batsman. 


A little hustling on the part of Burns might 
have saved him from defeat in his brush with 
Johnson, but no one could blame Bill for not 
hustling, considering the climatic conditions. 
Bob Unglaub was the man most directly re- 
sponsible for Burns’ defeat, but he never 
should have had an opportunity of breaking 
it up in the nintb inning. The side should 
have been retired before Unglaub came up. 
but it wasn't, and the former Bostonian cer- 
tainly made the most of his chances. It was 
his bat that had driven in the two Senatoria: 
tallies made before this finale, so it was a 
little hoggish on his part to insist on pounding 
in the third one. Bob incidentally broke up 
the long winning streak for the Sox, his bat 
preventing them from making their record of 
straight victories ten. 

Johnson deserved to win, inasmuch as he 
was neither so wild nor so hittable as Burns. 
but Bill might have been struggling for mas- 
tery yet but for loose fielding on his own part 
and on the part of some of his mates, Purtell, 
Isbell, and Freddie Parent. 


Smith Too Strong in No. 2. 


Smith was much too strong for the home 
bunch in the second game Only once before 
the ninth inning did the Senators get a man as 
far as third base. In the ninth Messrs, Unglaub 
and Delehanty attempted to tie it up after two 
were out, and they came near doing it. If Del 
had been livelier in his trip around the bases he 
would have forced us to play extra innings. » 

Manager Sully intended to send Doc White at 
his townsmen in No. 2 but the heatedness of 
Purtell ‘and the changes made necessary by his 
retirement forced Bill to ship Doc into center field. 
Out there he did all that was asked of him, and at 
bat he did even more. He lit into Oberlin for a 
three bagger in the sixth inning and drove in both 
of Chicago's necessary runs. 

Any disinterested spectator might have felt 
sorry for poor Gabby Street, who catches eighteen 
innings or more every day. But it must be. ex- 
plained that it le Gabby’s own fault. He is after 
a record. He wants to have the honor of catching 
more ~ames this season than any one ever has 
caught before, and from the looks of things he is 
going through with it. Gabby evidently. believes 
he did not win enough fame by grabbing a ball 
dropped from the monument. 


Sox Off in Front. 


The Sox were first to score in the first hot spell. 
Round 2 was marked by the puncturing of Pat 
Dougherty. He stole second as Purtell was strik- 
ing out, and Tannehill brought him home with a 
single past Jiggs*’ Donahue. Tannie was left 
at first. while Atz and Owens popped files. 

The Senators tied it up in their part of the third. 
Purtell's fumble saved McBride and Johnson tried 
out a new method of getting his man to second.

Meanwhile Pur- 
tell's indigposition put him out of it and it was 
up to Freddie Parent to come in and play his 
old place. He showed unfamiliarity with the 
place by starting the Senators on their way toa 
second run in the fifth. His bad throw caused 
Johneon to be safe. Isbell took care of Browne. 
Walter chasing to second. Donahue dumped one 
in front of the plate and Isbell dropped Owens’ 
throw. Unglaub then came forwrrd with his 
second sacrifice fly and Johnson counted.

NEW YORK, July 29.—[Special. }—Consid- 
erable enlargement in public interest in se- 
curities and the extension of activity to the 
departments hitherto neglected, were the 
chief features of interest in today’s stock 
market. 

The wider scope of dealings and broader 
inquiry for stocks outside of the precinct of 
Wall street resulted in the market being no- 
table for general strength. In the railroad
